DR. SAFFORD—lIn the first place, 
I would challenge those figures. I 
don’t know whether they are true or 
not, and I would want to know the 
source from which Dr. Rawlings com- 
piled them before I would accept 
them. There is a great deal of wild 
guessing done about such things on 
both sides of this question. Assum- 
ing those figures were true? ‘Well,

There is drinking in thousands 
of homes now in which a bottle of 
liquor never was brought before prohi- 
bition. Dr. Rawlings’ figures undoubt- 
edly were conservatively compiled and 
they ought to tell the story to any 
man willing to take a reasonable view 
in the matter. 


MR. LA RUE—TI cannot venture to 


just what the @gures mean, 
ec I am head over heels in a 
meas of prohfbition violation cases all 
the time. The United States district 
attorney's office has its hands full 
bandling them. As to the death rate, 
85 per cent of the liquor seized in 
cases that get into this office is hot 
whisky but simply colored alcohol 
and water. 


DR. KEGAL—Our experience in the 
health department is that rectified 
alcohol is being used in constantly in- 
creasing quantities in the concoction 
of the liquor being peddled about the 
city. My opinion is that the alceholic 
deaths Dr. Rawlings reports are more 
due to poison liquor than anything 
else. 


-Dr. Rawlings said that last year’s 
deaths surpassed those from the same 
causes, those directly due to alcohol- 
ism and those to cirrhosis of the liver 
and other diseases, in the wide open 
saloon days. 

“The 1,140 deaths last year,” he 
said, “were 56 per cent higher than 
the 731 from the same causes in 1919,. 
the first year of prohibition, and high- 
er than any other year on record. The

Whey the federal government appropriates | 
money the purpose should be of general public 
interest. The Panama canal was built for na- 
tional defense and not primarily to give Atlantic 
and Pacific seaboard shippers an advantage over 
their inland competitors. The canal’ has given 
them an advantage, but that is an injustice, and 
if it were the object of the canal it would be a 
greater injustice, The government accepts a re- 
sponsibility for flood prevention in the Mississipp! 
river for @everal reasons. One is that the area 
draining into the valley is so vast that it is nearly 
nation-wide... Another is that the government has 
supervision of navigable streams. There is also 
an element of common humanity and also the/ 
fact that the prosperity of so great a section is 
important to all the country. 

As to Boulder dam, it represents an assumption 
by the federal vernment of responsibilities 


ities of the states or as the opportunities of pri- 
vate enterprise. 
California is not an impoverished state. The 
water supply of its southern cities can be pro- 
vided for in the manner in which water supply 
is obtained by New York, Chicago, and other 
cities. It has been Chicago’s experience to en- 
counter considerable federal government opposi- 
tion to its plans to spend its own money and keep 
its water safe and tsable. New York's great 
water supply enterprises have not drawn on the 
federal treasury for loans. . 

If this purely state or municipal element were 
taken out of Boulder Dam, if the prospécts of 
land development and real estate promotion were 
eliminated, its promoters would not have much 
interest in it. The flood protection which is pre- 
sented as a reason for federal building of the 
dam has virtually nothing to do with it. It is a 
simple matter if it were to be accepted as the only 
Purpose to be served by controlling the river. It 
would not cost much and it would not satisfy 
any of the demands of the promoters. 

It may be regarded as very doubtful .whether 
under the best financial scheme the federal gov- 
ernment would get ‘its money back. There are 
too many ways in politics to convert a loan into 
a gift. The whole enterprise is foreign to de- 
fensible federal government operation. It will give 
another precedent for unjustifiable and improper 
use of federal appropriations. It is a costly 
treasury raid for sectional benefit without rea- 
sons showing national interest. 

Even if the project could be proved to be sound 
in finance and engineering, it would remain noth- 
ing for the United States to undertake. It is a 
matter for the states interested. If they needed 
federal authority to spend their own money for 
their own benefit, public or private, there wo 
be no objection to it. The country does not t 
to put obstacles in the way of California's water 
supply. I: has no objection if enterprising citl- 
zens in states interested in the bill make more 
grass grow and lay out more attractive gubdivi- 
sions providing they do not run off with some. 
thing that does not belong to them or is not prop- 
erly available for their use. 

There is and ought to be an objection to the 
misuse of the public funds of the United States 
either as a loan or a gift.

VEINS. 


operation which is now done 
for varicose veins ig that of in- 
jection. Some form of the injec- 


| tion method has nearly replaced 
the old method of tying off the veins 


and removing them. The injection 
method is safer, less of an operative 
procedure, lays the person up for a 
shorter period, and is more effective. 

Drs.. McPheeters and Rice say that 
they found records of 53,000 people who 
had had their varicose veins operated on 
by the modern injective methods. Of 
these, only 7 had died. This is a very 
low rate for an operation dealing with 
a vein, an organ which cannot be han- 
dled without danger. They got together 
enough cases to make a sum total of 
fatalities, | 

The newer methods had their begin- 
nings less than 20 years ago. A German 
physician noticed that after a few in- 
jections of mercury into a vein it was 
not easy to find the vein and inject it. 
Presently the old vein was nothing mdre 
than a cord and a new one had to be 
used for injections. Physicians who do 
a good deal of injecting of medicines of 
one sort or another into veins have had 
the same experience everywhere. From 
this qbservation by the German grew 
the revised method of injecting veins to 
cure varicosities. , 

The more commonly used injection 
materials, listed in the order of their 
effectiveness, are mercuric chloride, so- 
dium chloride, sodium salicylate, invert 
sugar, invertose, and metaphen. 

Drs. McPheeters and Rice list the 
chemicals in the order of preferences 
as they have found them. They are 
sodium chloride, invert sugar, invertose, 
sodium salicylate, mercury, and meta- 
phen. 


The operation is not as simple as it 
may seem. It should not be done except 
by a surgeon of some experience and 
under proper circumstances. Catch as 
catch can operating for varicose veins is 
too dangerous. They contribute a study 
of the twelve cases in which fataljsfes 
occurred and they offer suggestions as 
to how the accidents could have been 
prevented. Some of their conclusions are 
based on this study of twelve cases 
gathered from the experiences of men

to tell of discontent over 
the dairying situation. The meeting 
was the first of a series of public 
hearings to be held by the Chicago 
Milk Marketing committee’s fact find- 
ing group. 
It was brought out in the testimony 
that mortgages are increasing in Me- 


E, A. Phillips, farm adviser of Mc- 
Henry county, said that farm mort- 
gages in the county are the greatest 
in history. He showed by charts that 
thre production of milk which sells for 
only $2.50 a hundred is not profitable. 

C, J, Corsor, head of the Dairyman’s 
State bank of Marengo and owner of 
@ herd of tested cattle and two farms, 
said that the uverage farmer in his 
county has increased his indebtedness 
from $2,000 to $3.000 in order to test 
his herd,and meet the new require- 
ments, but he is unable to make up 
this loss with milk selling at $2.50 
a hundred, In testing his herd for 
tuberculosis, he was paid an average 
of about $66 for the condemned ani- 
mals, and these were replaced with 
animals that cost about $115 a head, 
a net loss of nearly $50 a head. 

Mr. Corsor said milk prices had not 
advanced With feed costs. He showed 


herd, said that he sold his milk at a 
condensery and got within 15 cents of 
the Chicago price of $2.50. 

H. V. Patrick, @ merchant and presi- 
dent of the Kiwanis club of Marengo, 
testified that his book accounts had 
increased 30 per cent while his sales 
‘had only increased twenty per cent 
in recent years. He said he was cer- 
tain that farmers are not getting their 
share of the 14 cents paid fot a quart 
of milk in Chicago. ,

No-Jury Art Exhibit 
Has Good Paintings, 
Just Paintings 


ELEANOR JEWETT. 

‘The Chicago No-Jury Society of Ar- 
tists opened yesterday its seventh an- 
nual exhibition of paintings and sculp- 
ture. The artists have, this year, a 
Huge room in which to show their 
work and the exhibit gains by the 
space. Pictures lose in dignity when 
they are forced to rub elbows, and 


a breathing space between modernist. 
outbursts is a god-send to the artist 
and the visitor alike. 

Not that all the pictures in the Chi- 
cago No-Jury show are modernist, on 
the contrary there are a great many 
pure and simple conventional paint- 
ings, so pure and so simple that the 
conventional minded scarcely wants to 
claim them.

Not only the figures, 
but their backgrounds are distin- 
guished examples of a sound talent, 

The slap-stick method is used, how- 
ever, in the exhibition, also the ultra- 
curious. A touch of the clown is felt 
in the blank canvas crossed through 
by one thin green ribbon, ‘Lake Mich- 
igan,” by Machia. Clever and amus- 
ing, and sensible, is the “ Construc- 
tion,” by Paul Kelpe, in which the 
artist has used an actual mouse trap 
and green’ pencil and a bit broken 
from a child’s wagon, to complete his 
picture.
